Horrid Sights at the Execution 
of Chinese Malefactors. 

NINETEEN PEOPLE BEHEADED.

The nine- 
teen miserable wretches were taken 
ashore in bdllts and led to the place of 
death with their hands bound behind 
their backs, and having chains dragging 
from thair ankles. Oiie of them, who 
was too weak to etand, was carried in a 
basket. Another who was over seventy 
years of age walked with tottering foot- 
steps and fell to the groand eveey few 
yards. They were plnoed in a row on 
the beach wi^ their ba^ towards the 
sea. The signal given was m fanfare 
from two trompeiscB, and as the rcdl of 
the drum oeassd. the chief headsmen 
seleeted one of we three heavy rasor- 
bladed swords and the week of decapita- 
tion was commenced, the moceeBive 
blows falling with the regularity of a 
blacksmith's nammer. 

In lees time than it takes to teU the 
story seventeen heads were rolling in the 
sand. Theeigfateentk and niaeleenth were 
delayed by falae blows and another 
sword was selected, and in a second the 
terrible work was over. Eadi of tile 
men had little bamboo blocks attached 
to tlieir hair on which tbe name of the 
victim vraa inscribed. The bodies and 
the heads were left lying where they fell 
until the next day, when tfioee not re- 
moved by relativea were buried in the 
sand by the anthoritlea. Four ci the 
men d^ tpitated vrere notorious malefac- 
tors.

All theae p^ldous, disgraceful, unrepubUcau 
privileges are, or are believed to be, "ve«te<l 
rlghu ;" nothing, or very little, can be done In 
the way of abollahlag them ; bat, at least, as 
theae so^Uod right* gradoaUy ejqtlre, no new 
ones shonid be saddled upon na. The only rem- 
edy to prevent the growth of the erll is the adop- 
tion In Augtut of the new Conatitution. If the 
people vote it down, their represenutlvea will 
coDstme the rejection of the new organic law as 
verdict in favor of special legislation : u( set- 
ting up, even more securely than now, a sham 
nobility of charter-holders and charter-mongers.

The new i oiisiiiuiion 
only coulluc* the Legislature to wbiit ils iiitiiie 
implies: to the nmkiim of Iii\vs. A socailed 
special law is not a law at all : it i> an act of 
iiihitrary iiower. an exi-eptiou from the law; it 
is oije of lliose thiiii;s the power to il.. w liirb, in 
a rejiublie. ounlit to e.xisi ii.iw here, not even iu 
the largest majority. 

I aui iiiit afraid tluit the adoption of the new 

Coiislitution will drive capital from our borders. 

Where will it gu V I'ractleally, the same Consti- 
tution is now in force in every State to the south 
and to the west and to the north of us. Ken- 
tucky is about the onlyStjite still affllcteii with 
"vealeil rights" and the- bane ol tlie Darliiionth 
(k>liegedeei>iiou.
